But Massey wus Impatient to 
get out of business and Into 
politics, His first taste of public 
work-—as associate secretary 
on the Cabinet's’ War Committee 
in ‘1918, and director of the Re- 
patrlation Committee the same 
year—had whetted his appetite 
for more. : - 


His chance came when he 
‘was appointed Minister without 
Portfolio In the 1925 .govern- 
ment. But then he failed In a 


contest for the Durhom West 
stat and, scelng Uttle future for 
himself in active politics, dce- 
clded to be a diplomat. 


He did not have long to walt. 
A further election wos held in 
1926, and Massey was packings 
his bags for Washington where, 
for four yceors, he was 
Canadian = Minister fo the 
United States, ‘ 


Then one of Canada’s rare 
‘ory yovernments swept into 
office, Massey returned home, 
became president of the Liberial 
Party and for three years tussled 
energetically with party or- 
gznisation. When the Liberals 
Telurned to power im 1036, he 
was sent to London as High 
Cemmissioner—a post ho held 
for 11 years. .

Those 11 years were packed 
with 20 honorary degrees (in 
cluding those of Oxford, New 
York, Princeton and Yale), 
trustecships of the National 
Gallery and the Tate, governor- 
ships of a college, a muscum 
and & musical conservatory.
